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The examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant's arguments. Regarding the use of the reference of Kuypers (U.S. Patent No. 
4,745,716) in the action dated 05 February 2007, the response to the action was that applicant's remarks were moot based on new grounds 
of rejection. The examiner respectfully notes that this argument does not necessarily mean that the claims overcame the Kuypers 
reference. The examiner at the time believed that subsequent art cited was more appropriate for the claims as written. Regarding 
applicant's argument about the lower skirt section, the examiner defined the lower skirt section in the final Office action as "A" and "B", and 
while portions "A" and "B" do have interruptions, the examiner maintains the position that portions "A" and "B" are "substantially continuous". 
Further, the portion does terminate in a "wall edge" as shown (portions "A" and "B" have numerous edges in contact with the footing.) 
Applicant should respectfully note that many of the limitations are broad (e.g., "substantially continuous", "wall, edge", "lower skirt"), and the 
examiner is permitted to use the broadest reasonable interpretation in light of the specification when examining the claims. 
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
